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REPORT OF FIREWARDS. 


We can report our fire department in good order, 
everything in good repair, same amount of hose as 
last report, none been injured(except the natural 
wear) or spoiled. 

The companies full and everything harmonious. 

To make our department more complete ,we need 
a set of Bob Runners for both the steamer and hose 
wagon, also two chemical fire extinguishers and I 
would recommend the buying of the same. 

If there could be a resevoir built and kept filled 
with water near the residence of Weston McRoy, it 
would be quite an addition in the protection of the , 
dwellings in that locality. 

There has been three alarms of fire the past year 
that called out the department. 

First, July 12, to the dwelling house of A. A. 
Adams, occupied by W.S. Garfield, an accidental 
tipping overofakerosenelamp. Fire extinguished 
without the use of machines, loss fifteen dollars. 


Second, Nov. 10, small building containing shoddy 
belonging to Cheshire. Blanket Co., without doubt 
shoddy got on fire by machine while converting rags 
to shoddy. The department was on hand as quick 
as possible but damage such that owners had rather 
it would burn, consequently the machines were re- 
turned to the engine house unused, loss one hundred 
fifty dollars. 
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Third, Jan. 9, 1899, a serious fire, the barn of 
George A. Robinson, was discovered to be on fire, 
between eight and nine A. M. Everything being 
favorable, the firemen were able to move quick, a 
man with team passing Mr, Robinson’s barn, drove 
to village, a distance of two and one half miles, gave 
the alarm and the steamer and men were at the 
buildings, throwing water through seven hundred 
and fifty feet of hose, in less than forty-five minutes. 
The barn, 100 x40 containing seventy tons hay, two 
hundred baskets ears corn, two tons phosphate, 
farming tools, &c. was consumed; the dwelling house 
connected to barn by ell, through efforts of firemen 
was saved, origin of fire unknown.

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KREPOR OF COMMITTER’ ON BOOKS 


AND LIBRARY GROUNDS. 


We had at our disposal at the beginning of the 
last year for books and current expenses $369.62; 
$300. was the income for the year and the excess 
came from the previous year. $259.62 were laid out 
for new books, and the balance went to pay librarian, 
for printing annex to catalogue, for wood, for rebind- 
ing books, and other incidental expenses. 

In selecting books the committee have felt that 
the Library, as intended by the Founder, should be 
in town a strong educational force and, therefore, 
only the best books should find a place on its shelves. 
It should aid in every possible way the reading public 
and our schools. This was the special desire of its 
revered Founder, who was for many years the pres- 
ident of the Library Association, of the lamented 
Albert P. Frost, who was its second president, and 
of Mrs. Emma Frost Hale, its present highly esteem- 
ed president. 

There is great need of a reading room being 
connected in some way with the Library, that the 
best journals may be brought within the reach of its 
readers. 

We also realize that some measures must be insti- 
tuted, to induce our people to read less fiction and 
more books, treating of the verities and practical 
things of life. We are well aware that it is most 
difficult for the young, especially, to select books to 
read, bestsuited totheirneeds. Those ofexperience 
and anxious for the best welfare of the rising gen- 
eration, should lend their influence in every conceiv- 
able manner to call attention to the good books 
that should be read. 
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We regret to be obliged to say that some borrow- 
ers of books do not take that care of them that they 
should, and so they are often returned to the Library 
defaced and injured in various ways. Soa special 
request is made tothe librarian to reportany uncalled 
for damage, or misuse in any manner of books be- 
longing to the Library to the book-committee, and 
if the parties reported should not change for the 
better at once, they will be denied the privilege of 
taking out any more books. 

The committee according to instruction have 
attended to looking after Library buildings and 
grounds. The lawn has become well seeded and 
been kept in attractive order for the past three 
years. Thereby our Library with its environments 
has presented a pleasant aspect, proving a decided 
adornment to our village and town.

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SCHOOL REPORT.

What was but a dream a few years ago, has become 
a fact, our High School is in successful operation, 
having classes in regular gradation. ‘The last year 
the first class of four students, two young women 
and two young men, graduated with credit to the 
school and honor to the town. Some have seemed 
to be in doubt, as to whether it be possible to have 
a high school without having Latin and Greek in 
its curriculum. Now such doubting is not well 
founded at present, yea, is fallacious, for our best 
colleges and universities give high degrees to stu- 
dents completing certain courses, not including Latin 
and Greek. ‘The true foundation of a high school 
is for a town to have the studies in all the lower 
grades systematically arranged from the primary 
school through the intermediate and grammar stud- 
ies, so as naturally to lead up to the high school 
branches; thus building systematically from the 
foundation to the finishing touch, that the super- 
structure may be harmonious and proportionate 
throughout. While we should not discourage the 
study of Latin and Greek, we should especially 
encourage and enforce the study of English classics. 
By some device our mother tongue should be mas- 
tered. Our course of study aims at this result and 
is equal to any English high school course. It is 
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intended to occupy the attention of students for 
three years in close hard study upon leaving the 
grammar school, really covering the most important 
period of early life, well fitting them for advanced 
studies, or for entering upon their life-work. 
Students should enter the high school, leaving 
behind them the crudities and immaturities of child- 
hood, having formed the habit of study, that they 
may apply themselves intently to a broad, life-giving, 
happy, and enriching experience, opening into the 
realm of advanced mathematics, science, logic, ethics 
and literature, thus lifting them out of the control 
of passion and sordid selfishness. Such training 
tends to render enlightened conscience active, stim- 
ulating neglected faculties, and making up for 
hereditary deficiencies: thereby rounding out and 
helping perfect human character, which is the real 
aim and end of education, showing that it is to be 
reached by exercising restraint, not unconditional 
liberty. There is always something that must, or 
must not be done, depending upon choice. We 
know that it is not so with the lower order of animal 
life. The fish has the fullest liberty in the sea, the 
bird in the air, but man is under restriction; he has 
perfect liberty only to do right, never to do wrong. 
Therefore, upon entering the high school students 
should be given to self-government, living up strictly 
to all wholesome regulations. All falling far short 
of this, should not be permitted to remain in the 
school, because of the injury whichthey may do to it. 
The influence of self-government serves to minimize 
authority, and yet preserve the best of order, leav- 
ing no demand for police force, or military discipline. 
Nothing short of this can prepare the young to 
become true American citizens. Would that all 
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could see this matter in its true light, and then while 
they would be anxious to have the young appear 
well in society, they would be far more anxious to 
have them just right in thought and feeling, strictly 
honest and truthful in the sight of men and God. 

While most of the students in our high school 
have been making laudable progress in their studies, 
a few have been somewhat fickle, lacking the power 
to apply themselves as they should mentally, and 
therefore, disposed to find fault with the instruction, 
laying the blame somewhere else than at their own 
door where it belongs. The student that really 
studiesand attends to his own business will succeed, 
and the one that fails of this, will enevitably fall 
behind. Would that every student could early be- 
come aware that he can never become wiser, nor 
stronger, by doing wrong; he can get wiser and 
stronger only by doing right, whether forced, or 
not: yes, to do that is the greatest need in school 
and everywhere else; to do right is the need under 
whatever compulsion, until one can do right because 
it is right, and then he willadvance in mentalstrength 
and moral fortitude. A teacher can no more think 
for a student than he can eat for him. - The instruc- 
tor is only a guide to the learner; he must travel 
the distance himself, or he never will reach the 
desired haven. In the main we have reason to be 
gratified with the results of our high school. We 
know that the instruction has been of a high order 
and very faithfully done. 

In our schools generally the discipline and order 
have been good. At times, as heretofore, there has 
been a nameless something, “like a roaring lion 
seeking whom he may devour,” and to our regret, 
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he has harmed individuals and the cause of educa- 
tion. True parental love and watchfulness are 
beautiful and divine, so acting upon the young as to 
keep them in the way of decorum and obedience; 
they are not given to faultfinding, but are bound 
that their children shall conduct themselves properly 
in private and public places, visiting the public schools 
whenever possible, specially those which their child- 
ren attend; they wish to know,the teachers in charge 
of them, and how their children stand in conduct 
and in their studies; they receive and give gladly 
just criticisms; and this seldom fails of doing good 
and helping the young; more and more of such 
intercourse is to be coveted because of its beneficial 
effects. But for parents, who never, or seldom ever, 
visit the school, to join with their disaffected children 
in finding imperfections in teachers and others in 
charge of the schools, and so really encourage their 
children to be disloyal and unfaithful to school 
requirements, telling those in charge of the schools, 
who have frequently visited them, that the teachers, 
having proved themselves term after term as well 
qualified and very devoted to their work, are un- 
qualified, and so their teaching is a failure, savors, 
at least, strongly of extreme selfishness and self- 
conceit. Letsuch every now and then gointoschool 
prompted by the best motives, and then they will 
be able to see the striking difference between pupils 
wholly devoted to their studies, and those that fre- 
quently in their seats, are seen taking out of their 
pockets mirrors and inspecting their beardless faces 
and glossy hair, thereby becoming prepared to do 
anything but potent study. 

It should be constantly borne in mind that the 
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prime object in going to school is to learn to think 
and concentrate the whole mind upon a topic for 
ten, twenty, thirty minutes or more as the subject 
may require. The pupil that gains this power, is 
quite sure to stand well in his class-work and moral 
deportment. It is evident that sufficient attention 
is not being given to this desideratum by parents 
and those having the guardianship of the young. 
Accordingly, too many pupils are giddy and lawless 
at home, failing to study at all there, spending their 
leisure in light reading, or in sporting upon the street 
or in public resorts, so causing the mind to become 
desultory and restless, and going into school have 
no fixedness of purpose, or care for the future, ex- 
hibiting a decided lack of moral principle and desire 
to do just right. Parents can and should remedy 
this evil which is one of the greatest hindrances to 
intellectual progress. 

In some instances the pupils have not been as 
careful of the books loaned them and the school 
property, as they should be. Some defacements 
have occurred, where there could be no valid excuse 
for them. Violators in this regard should be held 
responsible for all damages and required to make 
the property good. 

The utmost caution has been taken against fre- 
quent changes in text-books using them till worn 
out. Asarule no new book is introduced until it 
has been thoroughly tested. During the year good 
electric and other apparatus has been furnished the 
high school without any expense to the district. A 
decided improvement has been made at small ex- 
pense, comparatively speaking, in bringing running 
water to school No. 3. In school No. 2, during the 
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first part of the winter term there was trouble in 
heating all the rooms sufficiently for comfort, but 
the difficulty was removed during the last few weeks. 
It is recommended however, that an additional fur- 
nace be put into the basement of the school-building 
and some changes made in the piping before another 
winter, thereby furnishing ample capacity for heat- 
ing the whole building; and additional means should 
be provided for laying a new floor in the halls and 
repairing the fence around the campus in the rear 
of the buildings. 

There have been thirty-five weeks of schooling 
throughout the town. It is to be sadly regretted 
that the number of absences have been altogether 
too large; of course, all occasioned by sickness are 
excusable, but many might and should have been 
avoided. Weshouldall realize that we cannot have 
good American citizens in the future unless the 
children are properly educated. Our public schools 
aim to prepare the young for worthy citizenship. 
The law righteously command, all between the ages 
of eight and sixteen years, to be in school during a 
certain number of weeks each year. It is to be 
deeply regretted that there are any parents in town, 
who should devise means to evade the law and 
should even suffer their children to do it by playing 
truants. Theschool board have been brought close 
to the point of causing one, or more boys to be sent 
to the industrial school (which the law allows them 
to do under certain circumstances, for truancy and 
misdemeanors) for a year besides imposing a fine 
upon the same. This should be done only when it 
is plain that it would be for the benefit of the 
offender. All our youth should be properly trained 
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and cultured. All true Americans will labor to 
this end. 

The prevailing spirit in our schools on the part 
of the students has been good, so they have been 
teachable and have nobly cooperated with their 
teachers, thus having made commendable progress 
in their studies and in moral development. We 
have reason to believe that most parents in town 
send their children to school with the express under- 
standing that they must live up to the rules and 
regulations, which are made for the good of the 
whole, and that, if they do not, they will receive 
chastisement and discipline at home; this is right as 
all parents are legally and morally responsible for 
the conduct of their children so long as they are — 
minors. Seldom is there any trouble in school, 
church, or public gathering with children under 
correct parental guardianship in the home. 

During the year but one change has been made 
in teachers; all our teachers are of experience and 
moral worth, and we are confident that their 
instruction has been abreast of the times. They 
have not been before their classes without special 
preparation for the work in hand. They have not 
been known to spend their evenings otherwise 
than in preparing to do better and better work in 
their classes. We are assured that their first object 
has not been to secure so much money for their 
services, but to do lasting good to their pupils. 
Consciousness of duty done to the young under 
their charge, is the only compensation that can 
reward teachers for their onerous, trying and res- 
ponsible labors. Be assured that no teacher would 
be retained longer than there should be sufficient 
reason to believe that she is doing as good, or 
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better work than any other, who could be obtained 
and putin her place for the same compensation. 
With the school board the good of the school has 
been first, not the welfare of the teacher; still so 
long as teachers are kept in school, they should be 
sustained in the right and encouraged in their try- 
ing calling. 

For the lack of proper education the tendency in 
some places on the part of parents is not to appre- 
ciate in any manner the exalted mission of truly 
cultured teachers, and so they wax bold in finding 
fault and speaking ill of them to their own injury 
and the detriment of their children. In this coun- 
try and age parents should be so far advanced in 
the Christian life as “to do unto others as they 
would that others should do unto them.” If Pyth- 
agoras, Socrates, Quintillian and Pestalozzi were 
derided and shamefully abused by the masses of 
their time, long experience and inherited wisdom 
ought to lead us to do infinitely better in respecting 
and honoring those, truly consecrated to their work, 
whom we employ to teach the young to think and 
do the best they can. We should hold them in 
high esteem and give them God-speed in their 
trying and yet ennobling profession, keeping in 
mind that as are the homes, so will be the schools; 
and as are the schools, so will be the town, the state 
and nation. Let the home be right, and the school 
with a first-class teacher will be an eminent success. 
The young will go forth from it as ornaments to 
society and blessings to the world.

4.—To see if the town will vote to raise annually 
a sum of money for decorating the soldiers’ graves, 
or act in any manner in relation thereto. 

5.—To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to money left for the care of cemetery lots, or 
act in any manner in relation thereto. 

6.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of electric lights for a term 
of years, or act in any manner in relation thereto. 

7.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for repairing concrete side walks, or act in 
any manner in relation thereto. 

8.—To see if the town will provide a book case 
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in the Frost library to place the law reports in, and 
appropriate money for the same, or act in any 
manner in relation thereto. 

9.—To see if the town will vote to buy bob runners 
for the Steam Fire Engine and Hose wagon, and 
raise money for the same, and choose an agent to 
buy them, or act in any manner in relation thereto. 

10.—To see if the town will vote to build a reser- 
voir near the residence of Weston McRoy, and 
appropriate money for the same, or act in any 
manner in relation thereto. 

11.—To see if the town will take measures to 
prevent the overflow of water into the highway 
from the stream between Hart’s box-shop and the 
Tilden place in Lowellville, or act in any manner 
in relation thereto. 

_12.—To see if the town will vote to build a side- 
walk from lower Main street, into and through 
“Little Canada,” so called, or act in any manner in 
relation thereto. 

13.—To hear the Selectmen’s report in regard to 
new apprizal of Real Estate, or act in any manner 
in relation thereto. 

t4.—To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
drop curtain for the Town Hall stage, raise money 
for the same, or act in any manner in relation 
thereto. hal 

15.—To act upon any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.
